HOOVER SAYS COAL 
NEEDS EXCEED FOOD. 


PARIS, Aug 4.—Dispatches from 
London quoting Herbert Hoover as 
having informed the supreme eco- 
nomic council! that “the production 
of foodstuffs in Europe has fallen to 
a level dangerously below that of 
pre-war years” were promptly repu- 
diated and corrected by Mr. Hoover 
in Parise today. 

“T used the word ‘coal,’ not ‘food- 
stuffs,’ said Mr. Hoover. 

“The foodstuff situation is serious, 
but there is enough food grown in 
the world to feed the world if we 
can master the transportation for 
distribution. Collective buying and 
collective distribution probably will 
mitigate the foodstuff shortage to a 
great degree. 

“But the coal situation is the 
world’s greatest problem today, and 
the remedy for next winter's coal 
shortage is not in sight.“ 

In view of a feared speculation in 
the foodstulf market because of the 
incorrect quotation above, Mr. 
Hoover asked all the American 
news agencies to carry the correction.

Mary Eli th Green Bobbitt, com- 
mon law e of I. R. Bobbitt, told 
in the District Court here the other 
day. She was suing Bobbitt for di- 
vorce and for one-half of his estate, 
valued at $424,100. The jury, after 
hearing the testimony and evidence 
in the case, brought in a verdict that 
the woman was the common law 
wife of Bobbitt, having lived with 
him for more than thirty years, and 
that she was entitled to one-half of 
his estate. She was granted a di- 
vorce from the defendant. 


Bobbitt ia ene of the leading busi- 
ness men of North Texas. e has 
large investments in many indus- 


trial enterprises. It was in June, 
1917, that Bobbitt, according to the 
testimony of his commen law wife, 
wrote to r from Hot Springs, Ark.., 
that he decided to “quit.” She 
was living at that time at Natchez, 
Miss., with a son that had been born 
to 2 and Bobbigt in 1895. 
2, 1918, Bobbitt w 

to Mrs. Rowena Smith 
Coover of Sherman, daughter of R. 
E. Smith, a wealthy citizen of this 
county. A son was born to them a 
few months ago. 

According to the story told by the 
first Mr Bobbitt she eloped with 
the man with whom she lived «as 
wife for so many years on May 25, 
1886. She was at that time lhving 
with her father near Sherman. Bob- 
bitt took her to Louisiana, where 
for many years he was a levee’ con- 
tractor. She lived in the levee 
camps in the swamps, cooking for 
the outfits. Her story, dramatically 
told, is, in part, as follows: 

“I lived with Bobbitt from the 
time I eloped with him until he left 
me in Natchez. And I worked, if 
you've got any idea of what work- 
ing in a Mississip levee camp is. 
I couldn't believe woman in the 
world could do the work I did. But 
I seemed to get fat on swampy alr. 
Bobbitt to have chills before 
we left Texas. He carried a bottle 
of quinine to the field with him and 
used to eat it off his knife biade. 
That made him deaf. 

“Before we started for Louisiana 
in 1898, I raised a cotton crop. 
Picked three bales, and 700 pounds 
myself. Bobbitt d the cotton and 
bought a pair of mules. That gave 
us three teams. I used to break 
ponies he had. A nigger'’d blindfold 
a pony and bring him out. I'd 
stand on a high box and jump, 
snatching the blind as I lit in the 
saddie. I used Bobbitt’s big Texas 
saddle, which had two heavy girts. 
Sometimes I tell, but more often I 
landed in the saddle. Them ponies d 
rear straight up, 

ON FORTUNE'S HIGHWAY. 

“But I was strong and wasn't 
afraid of nothing. I rode in a skirt, 
too. The ponies we sold or traded 


and when we started for a levee 
camp after working for Dan Carey 
in Fort Worth, teaming. we had 
eleven head of stock. not all paid 
for. We went to Hard Times, La. 
and our camp was named Rougn 
and Ready.’ Bobbitt and I slept in 
a tent which we called the office and 
kitchen. We had eight teamsters. 
They slept on the cotton seed hulls 
in a building. I had a little old 
stove and I used to do the cooking 
for all of us. Besides that, I hauled 
the water on a slide from the river, 
cut the wood, tended the chickens 
and pigs. I used to keep as high as 
500 chickens at a time. 

“Our firet commissary was a little 
box in the tent where I kept to- 
bacco. When a man wanted to- 
bacco, I gave it to him and marked 
down the price in a book. That was 
my first book-keeping and that was 
our start to a fortune. We all 
worked hard. I used to try to have 
all the wood cut, ‘cause I thought 
that when Bobbitt had drove a team 
all day long he'd be more,tired than 
me. But sometimes I used to have 
to hold a lantern and get him to cut 
wood for me at night. We fought 
mosquitoes, malaria and high wa- 
ter. Sometimes our home-made 
levees would break. I'd take a 
butcher knife, run out in the corral 
and slash the ropes that held the 
mules, so they could swim out to 
high land. I wore high rubber boots 
and I never knew a day's sickness 


till 1915. 

“When Bobbitt left for Hot 
Springs, I never had any idea he 
was leaving me for good. I packed 


his suitcase—a nice one it was, too 
—with his clothes, put in an extra 
eult of underwear and the medicine 
he needed. He looked sick, and 
when Farl and me went to the depot 
with him, I petted him and patted 
him because I didn’t know whether 
the man would ever come back alive 


again. I cried, too; just as any wife 
will when her husband's ing away, 
and he said, ‘Look here, May, if you 


don't quit crying I'm never coming 
back.’ 

“So I wiped the tears away and 
tried to stop. He wrote me regu- 
larly about the business and I wrote 
him. One day I got a letter same 
as usual. It wae no different from 
the rest except that way down near 
the bottom, where the writing got 
crowded, he said, ‘I've quit. And 
that was all he said at that time. 
I couldn't make it out at first, but 
afterwards he wrote and said he 
wouldn’t never give me another dol- 
lar and that he was through. 
LEAVES A CHECK. 


“Tl weighed 175 pounds then. I 
was strong. Bobbitt was never 
what you'd call a well man, but he 
had grit and wouldn't give in. He'd 
simply keep going and working. We 
used to clear big money some years. 
Once we made $66,000 in five 
months. Another year we made 
only $500. Bobbitt bought stock in 
the flour mille and kept building up. 
Whatever was needed to pay on his 
stock was taken from the bank. He 
left me a check for $600 the day 
before he went to Hot Springs. Told 
me to use $50 for myself and put 
the rest in the bank for expenses of 
the camp. That's the last money I 
got from him. 

“Robbitt was a mighty good-look- 
ing young man. He's shaved his 
mustache off ‘since he got married 
again. I think he looked better 
with it. I used to take a pair of 
acissors and keep it trimmed neat

— Sena- 
tor New, Indiana, has warned the 
United es to keep abreast of the 
times in aviation development, and 
says an aviation department under 
one head is essential if this coun- 
try is not to be left far behind in 
the race for control of the air, as 
Great Britain already has a com- 
manding lead. 

Senator New views were pre- 

red for the United States Air 

rvice, officia] publication of the 
army and navy air service in 
Washington, and constitute a re- 
ply to Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt who said Américan 
air problems and programme have 
nothing in common with Great 
Britain’s ambitious projects. 

“The last report of the 
Air Ministry,” said Senator New, 
“shows Great Britain has had the 
vision to comprehend not only the 
possibilities, but the certainties of 
aeronautics and is determined to 
derive for England all the benefits 
they afford. 

“Of course it is known to those 
in the government air service and 


the comparatively small public 
which is informed that England, 
or instance, has appropriated a 


huge sum for aeronautical equip- 
ment and experimentation for the 


next fiscal year. 

“Am in general know 
nothing of and 1 fear have no 
conception of the real meaning. I 
am more concerned with the com- 
mercial future than a purely mili- 
tary arm, for it is in the commer- 
clal field that its greatest develop- 
ment is next to occur. I believe 
that the next war will be brought 
to a very quick decision by that 
power which is best equipped with 
aeronautical devices. 

“T belleve that the question is one 
of vast importance to this country, 
sifficient to call for the creation of 
a Single department of the govern- 
ment to look after it to the exclu-

“It is merely a question whether 
she does it row or waits until forced

SUMS UP REVOLT. 

Dr. Rhee sums up the purpose 
of the Korean revolt by saying that 
Korea will, by passive resistance, 
make her protest against Japanese 
domination heard all over the world, 
so that the pressure of public opin- 


the Japanese policy. 

“We do not expect, nor wish,” 
said Dr. Rhee, that America should 
send an army or navy to fight for 
Korea. We ask America to use her 
good: offices to bring about justice. 
The treaty of 1882 justifies us in 
expecting America to do this.“ 

The treaty referred to between 
Korea and America was the first 
treaty ever made by Korea. It pro- 
vides that: | 

“If other powers deal unjustly or 
oppressively with either govern- 
ment, the other will exert its good 
offices, on being informed of the 
case, to bring about an amicable 
arrangement, thus showing its 
friendly feelings.” 

This clause of the treaty of 1882 
is Koreas answer to the Japanese 
demand that America remember the 
Monroe Doctrine and keep out of 
Korean affairs. 

Japan has endeavored to put a 
stop to the Korean demonstration by 
promising autonomy and release 
from military rule, but these prom- 
ijses have no effect on the revolu- 
tionists. In the first place, they 
have no faith in the word of Japan, 
and if they had, they do not want 
nutonomy. “Only complete inde- 
dendence will satisfy Korea,” is their 
motto. 

Korea’s petition to the United 
States goverrment has not yet been 
drawn up, nor has our government 
been officially notified as to the ex- 
istence of the new republic. 

The Koreans have appealed sev- 
eral times before this to the Amer- 
jean government but without re- 
ceiving any response. Koreans in 
America, Mexico. Hawali, China, and 
Russia elected as representative to 
the Peace Conference Syngman 
Rhee, and Henry Chung. But the 
State Department would not issue 
the passports to France without in- 
structions from Paris, and when the 
Department cabled Secretary Lans- 
ing it received the reply: “It would 
be inadvisable to have Korean rep- 
resentation at the present time.” 
HOPE NOT GIVEN UP. 


Still Korea has not given up hope 
of a hearing. A party of Korean 
delegates reached Paria through 
China and are now demanding a 
chance to plead their cause. Their 
appeal to the Peace Conference, is 
that it abrogate the treaties by which 
Japan annexed Korea, which, they 
state, were signed “under duress and 
by forgery.” 
Dr. Rhee’s concluding statement 
was that “America is the only na- 
tion to see in a disinterested way 
that the oriental nations retain their 
integrity. America is the only na- 
tion that would like to see China 
remain strong for the peace of the 
Orient. Since Japan crippled Rus- 
sia. American prestige in the cast 
has been the only hindrance to Jap- 
domination of sma”

FARMER SEEKS TO KESTRAIN 
PLANES FROM DISTURBING 
HIS LIVE STOCK. 


(BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE.) 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) July 29.— 
Whether a property owner is also 
owner of the air above his land is 
to be determined through a court 
action brought by Frederick Hoene- 
mann, a farmer. He seeks to re- 
strain a company owning airplanes 
from using the air above his farm. 

Hoenemann contends that sight 
of the machines and the noise of 
their engines disturb the live stock. 

There is said to be no direct pre- 
cedent to guide the court, and the 
case is causing wide discussion in 
legal circles. 

Legal experte of England have 
discussed the matter from the 
standpoint of national ownership 
of the air, it is sald. 

Some lawyers contend that free- 
dom of the seas and freedom of the 
alr are the same, while others as- 
gert the courts have held that own- 
ership carries with it light and air 
above the property as well as the 
earth beneath.
